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CLOSURES TO HIT ROADS AROUND LONG-RUNNING M5 WORKS 



THE M5 roadworks misery is set to spread 
to the roads in Sandwell - with a series of 
closures planned as part of the long-run¬ 
ning motorway works. Birmingham Road, 
Park Lane and Stone Street, in Oldbury, 
as well as Spon Lane South, in West Bro¬ 
mwich, will be closed for periods during the 
works, it has been announced. 

Temporary traffic lights and lane closures 
are also planned on the roads at other times 
- set to bring more disruption and cause 
frustration with council chiefs who have 
criticised the impact of the M5 scheme on 
West Bromwich and Oldbury. 

The affected roads surround the M5 and 
highways bosses said they would need to be 
closed at certain times for safety reasons as 


scaffolding is put up and taken down. 

Dates for closures have yet to be con¬ 
firmed but the roads are expected to shut 
during different periods until the end of the 
long-running scheme next year. 

Sandwell Council said the closures would 
be mostly overnight and short-term. Drivers 
could face disruption on Birmingham Road 
in particular, as it is a main route in and 
out of Oldbury. The controversial scheme 
between junctions one and two, for West 
Bromwich and Oldbury, has caused major 
disruption over the last few weeks. 

Repairs are being made to the crumbling 
Oldbury viaduct, with disruption expected 
until the end of 2018. The speed limit has 
been cut to 30mph and traffic filtered into 


two lanes running in either direction. A 
Sandwell Council spokesman said: “The 
road in question are being closed in order to 
facilitate the safe erection and removal of 
scaffolding and drainage works. 

“There are no firm dates for any of these 
closures at present although, with the ex¬ 
ception of Houghton Street, closures will 
predominantly be overnight and short term 
only. Additional traffic management meas¬ 
ures such as temporary traffic signals and 
lane closures may at times also be necessary 
in order to facilitate the works.” 

Highways England has come under fire 
over restrictions that have been put in place 
on the motorway, with some politicians 
complaining they are too severe. 


CLEAR-UP CALL 
ON GRAVEYARD 


A GRAVEYARD in Tipton has been branded a 
‘mess’ with demands being made for it to be 
cleared up. 

Tipton councillor Pete Allen said the area at Tipton Ceme¬ 
tery needed to be made ‘respectable’. The memorial is a com¬ 
mon grave for people who were previously buried at St Mar¬ 
tin’s Church, in Owen Road, around a mile away The graves 


were moved to the cemetery n 
for housing development. 

This came after the church was 
sold off in 1998. 

Councillor Allen said: “The me¬ 
morial area is definitely a mess and 
I have met and spoken with a neigh¬ 
bourhood manager and we will hope¬ 
fully have this area cleared and made 
respectable hopefully this week. Some 
of the graves had to be moved to ac¬ 
commodate the sale of the church and 
provide a new resting place.” 

The stone memorial plaque reads: 
“In memory of those previously bur¬ 
ied in the churchyard of St Martin’s 
Church Tipton and re-interred here. 

“This memorial marks the location 
of a common grave which was blessed 
on 22nd November 1999.” 

Tipton Cemetery holds a Green 
Flag status. The site is one of 11 
parks that have been awarded Green 
Flags in Sandwell. 

Friends of Tipton Cemetery mem¬ 
ber Keith Hodgkins said: “A large 
part of St Martin’s churchyard was 
deconsecrated and sold for housing 
development. All the remains were 
re-interred in Tipton Cemetery. The

church was made redundant in 1986 
and put up for sale by Church of Eng¬ 
land. In 1998 a large of the church 
was sold for housing. “ 

The cemetery is also home to 
around 10 Commonwealth War 
Graves, said Mr Hodgkins. 

Meanwhile, St Martin’s Church 
was bought in 2005 and turned into 
a home, which was featured on Chan¬ 
nel 4’s Grand Designs, he added. 

Neighbourhoods chief Councillor 
Syeda Khatun, deputy leader and cab¬ 
inet member for neighbourhoods and 
communities, said: “This small area 
was seeded with a wildflower mix 
which hasn’t been very successful.

“In the meantime we’ll tidy up the 
area as soon as possible.”

Trust in £1.5m 
agency spend 

HEALTH chiefs in Sandwell spent more 
than £1.5 million in a month on agency 
staff - exceeding national agency caps. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust bosses paid out £1,621,000 
on temporary workers in June, up 
£249,000 from the previous month. 

And the trust needs to ‘significantly 
reduce temporary pay costs’ in order 
to hit its financial targets for this year, 
bosses have warned. 

Chief executive Toby Lewis said the 
Trust was tackling agency spending 
through ‘recruitment activities’ and 
banning the most expensive agencies. 
Mr Lewis said: “Reducing the amount 
we spend on temporary staff is a key 
priority. June’s reported data includes 
some older items and was explicitly not 
part of the trend line. 

“We are tackling agency spend, and 
have seen significant reductions - up 
to 40 per cent in some cases - from 
a high in December 2016 of £2.4m, 

£1.9m in March, £1.6m in June to £1.4 
million in July, thanks to our recent 
recruitment activities and banning the 
use of high cost agencies.”

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Calls made for legal prostitution zone 


A LEGAL prostitution zone should be 
introduced in a bid to tackle sex slav¬ 
ery in the West Midlands, a slavery 
investigator has said. 

A former police officer whose iden¬ 
tity cannot be revealed says it would 
help them ensure the safety of women, 
while reducing the amount of ‘pop-up 
brothels’. The idea has been used in 
Leeds, where the zone was given per¬ 
manent status last year. 

West Midlands Police has not ruled 
out the scheme. Speaking to the 


Chronicle’s sister paper, the Express 
& Star, he said: “It (legal prostitution 
zone) would be helpful in terms of the 
girls safety and looking at the issue 
from the victims’ point of view. 

“It is not something which can be 
done overnight and would take a great 
deal of work. But it could provide a 
way for us to get on the girls’ side, 
provide security and tackle pop-up 
brothels. These girls often do not trust 
the police. They are often alone under 
control of someone else. 


“If we were able connect with them 
- that can only be a good thing.” 

He said the idea could be helpful, 
as currently it was difficult to find 
women being used in sex slavery. 

As exposed in Express & Star inves¬ 
tigation earlier this year, the women 
are brought in from eastern Europe 
and moved around the UK in groups. 
Living in a house together, their ser¬ 
vices are advertised on websites. 

While sometimes receiving alot of 
money, the women can struggle to 


break free of the ring and are at risk 
of violence. He said: “It is an under¬ 
ground operation happening right 
under our noses. It can be difficult 
to get the girls’ trust as from where 
they are from the authorities cannot 
be trusted. 

“So I’d urge people who can see the 
signs such as men coming and going 
out of an address of it to let us know.” 

The zone was introduced in Hol- 
beck, Leeds as part of a trial two years 
ago.

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Religious 
leader in 
plea over 
church bid 

A FORMER church which could be 
converted into flats should be pre¬ 
served as a place of worship, a reli¬ 
gious leader has said. Plans have been 
lodged to turn The Church of God of 
Prophecy in Smethwick into 11 flats. 

But Richard Umar Azeemi, who has 
worked at churches in the town, in¬ 
sists the church on Regent Street is of 
historical importance and should not 
be allowed to undergo major changes. 

Mr Azeemi was part of a group 
which launched an unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to save the church when it was 
put on the market and has lodged an 
objection with Sandwell Council over 
the new proposals. 

As well as the loss of the church, 
he also raised concerns over parking 
if the church becomes flats and the 
impact on traffic. The church was 
built in 1887 but closed in 2013. The 
plans to turn it into flats could signal 
the end of the building as a place of 
worship. 

Mr Azeemi said: “Too many of 
these buildings have been turned into 
flats and accommodation. There used 
to be three churches on Regent Street, 
now there is only one. It is an impor¬ 
tant, historic building and it would be 
desecration of the building which has 
got balconies and pews for all that to 
be ripped out.” 

Mr Azeemi is hoping planning 
bosses at Sandwell Council will not 
only the scheme to go ahead.

Players urged to fund dementia care 


PREMIER League footballers should 
donate a small percentage of their 
wages to help fund dementia care for 
ex-players, according to the daughter 
of a former Baggies player. 

Dawn Astle, daughter of Jeff Astle, 
said just one per cent of footballer’s 
wages could go a long way towards set¬ 
ting up care homes for those suffering 
with the disease. 

Her father, who played 361 games 
for West Bromwich Albion and scored 
174 goals, died in 2002 aged 59 due to 
a degenerative brain condition. 


Ms Astle, whose family set up a 
foundation in her father’s name in 
2015, said dementia affects hundreds 
of former players. She said: “Our 
dream was to have a series of care 
homes to provide respite or long-term 
care. 

“A one per cent levy on the wages 
of Premier League players would raise 
millions to do that. Surely today’s 
players, who have so much money, 
wouldn’t begrudge that so those who 
laid the foundations for everything 
they have can be looked after.” 


Her mother Lorraine, and wife of 
Jeff, called the initiative ‘a lovely idea’ 
and said she backs it ‘100 per cent’. 

Earlier this year new research sug¬ 
gested footballers who repeatedly head 
the ball can end up suffering from de¬ 
mentia. 

This prompted calls for more in¬ 
vestigations to be carried out into a 
long-suspected issue in the sport. 

Authors of the small study said 
the results provided a platform for 
a ‘pressing research question’ on 
whether dementia is more common 


in footballers than the general popu¬ 
lation. 

Following the publication of the 
findings, the Football Association said 
it was committed to supporting fur¬ 
ther work in the area and had agreed, 
alongside the Professional Football¬ 
ers’ Association to jointly fund more 

The ultimate goal of The Jeff Astle 
Foundation is to establish a care home 
for former sports people with demen¬ 
tia or chronic neurological impair¬ 
ment. 


Healthcare assistant's 
sat nav thief locked up 


A HOSPITAL car park thief who 
snatched a sat nav from a health¬ 
care assistant’s car as they tended 
to sick patients has been jailed for 
13 months. 

Elsworth Watson stole the Tom Tom 
from the car parked at Sandwell General 
Hospital, while the worker was on duty, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 43-year-old came before Judge Nicholas 
Cartwright, who condemned the thief for car¬ 
rying out the ‘particularly mean offence’ while 
armed with a kitchen knife. 

Judge Cartwright added: “Everybody who 
looks at a newspaper, listens to the radio, 
watches the TV or hears what’s going on in 
their community, knows that knives cause un¬ 
told damage. You had no legitimate reason to 
be carrying a kitchen knife around.” 

The healthcare assistant discovered Watson 
had smashed his way into the car and taken 
the sat nav in the early hours of the morning, 
prosecutor Nicholas Smith said. 

Discarded 

Watson was later spotted on CCTV in the car 
park grasping a bag before two police officers 
on duty at the hospital decided to search the 
area. The thief was seen in nearby Law Street 
carrying the carrier bag but attempted to flee. 
Officers managed to catch up with Watson, who 
had discarded the carrier bag under a car in 
Bernard Street, as well as the 13cm blade, the 
court heard on Friday. 

Defence barrister David Munro said Watson, 
who had convictions dating back to 1994, had 
gone to the hospital with his friend. He scoured 
the car park for an item he could sell for cash to 
buy food after a friend looking after his £3 70- 
worth of benefits had ‘squandered’ the money. 

Watson, of Whitehall Road, Handsworth, 
had the blade with him but did not produce it, 
the court was told. The defendant, who suffers 
from bipolar disorder, admitted theft and hav¬ 
ing an article with a blade or a point between 
July 11 and 14. He was in breach of a 28-week 
sentence, suspended for 18 months, handed to 
him for possession of cannabis and two counts 
of theft from a motor - which was activated in 
full by the judge.

Adults fail to do 
10-minute walks 

MORE than 650,000 adults aged 40 
to 60 in the West Midlands do not 
achieve 10 minutes of continuous 
brisk walking over the course of a 
month, according to a study by Public 
Health England. 

The findings also reveal how life¬ 
styles have changed over time, show¬ 
ing people in the UK are 20 per cent 
less active now than they were in the 
1960s and on average walk 15 miles 
less a year than two decades ago. 

Dr Lola Abudu, director of Health 
and Wellbeing at PHE West Mid¬ 
lands, said: “Inactivity among adults 
contributes to one in six deaths in the 
UK, the same as smoking.” 

Falling demand 
for farmland 

DEMAND for farmland in the West 
Midlands fell again in the first half of 
this year. The latest Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors and Royal 
Agricultural University rural land 
market survey saw respondents citing 
a lack of clarity over the post-Brexit 
landscape as negatively impacting the 
market. 

There was also a fall in the avail¬ 
ability of mixed use and commercial 
farmland for the second half year in 
a row. Farmland has slipped by nine 
per cent to £9,936 per acre in the re¬ 
gion over the year. Respondents to the 
survey expect prices to remain flat for 
the coming 12 months.

Borough students do well in exams 


STUDENTS from across Sandwell 
had cause for celebration after open¬ 
ing their GCSE results. The exams 
were the first run under a new sys¬ 
tem, which sees pupils given scores - 
ranging from 1 to 9 - in their English 
and maths exams instead of grades. 
The other subjects are still marked 
from A* to U. 

Fifty-one per cent of students at 
George Salter Academy in West Bro¬ 
mwich hit the new headline measure 
in both English and maths. In Eng¬ 
lish 76 per cent achieved a 4 or better, 
while at least 51 per cent of students 


scored a 5 - deemed by the Govern¬ 
ment to be a ‘strong pass’. 

Bosses at Ormiston Sandwell Com¬ 
munity Academy in Tividale have cel¬ 
ebrated the best GCSE scores in the 
school’s history. Overall, 57 per cent 
of students achieved at least a 4 or 
above in both English and maths. 

In English, 71 per cent of students 
bagged a 4 or higher and 59 per cent 
a 5 or above. In Maths, 60 per cent of 
pupils gained a 4 or above. At Shire- 
land Collegiate Academy in Smeth¬ 
wick chiefs hailed improvements 
in English and maths despite the 


changes to exams. In English, three 
quarters managed a grade 4 and more 
than 60 per cent achieved a grade 5. 

At RSA Academy in Tipton, 61 per 
cent of students achieved a pass or 
better at English and 58 per cent in 
maths. Fifty-seven per cent of stu¬ 
dents at Bristnall Hall Academy in 
Oldbury netted results from grades 4 
to 9 in English and maths. 

At Wodensborough Ormiston Acad¬ 
emy in Wednesbury 52 per cent of all 
students achieved a 4 or higher in 
English, while 38 per cent netted 5s. 

Ormiston Forge Academy in Cra- 


dley Heath saw almost half of the 
150 students taking GCSEs achieve a 
grade 4 in English and maths. More 
than half also achieved a C grade or 
above in all other subjects. 

Students at Oldbury Academy are 
celebrating after achieving excellent 
results. Sixty per cent of students net¬ 
ted a good pass in English, whilst 57 
per cent of students hit the mark in 
maths. At Sandwell Academy 66 per 
cent of pupils achieved pass grades 
or better in English and maths, with 
83 per cent achieving a pass in either 
English literature or language. 


Ban injunction served 
on head of travellers

AN injunction banning a trav¬ 
elling family from setting up 
unauthorised encampments 
anywhere in Sandwell is now 
in force after papers were 
served on the head of the 
family. 

Fourteen members of the Cas¬ 
sidy family were named in the 
injunction granted to Sandwell 
Council, supported by West Mid¬ 
lands Police, in June. 

To bring the injunction into force, 
papers had to be served on all parties 
- which has now been done after the 
head of the family John Cassidy was 
physically served in Warwickshire. 

If any of the Cassidy family or per¬ 
sons unknown breach the injunction 
order they will be in contempt of court. 

The injunction also forbids anyone 
setting up an unauthorised encamp¬ 
ment on 17 Sandwell Council-owned 
sites including parks, playing fields 
and open spaces. 

Anyone breaching the order could 
face two years in jail, a fine or have 
their assets seized. 

Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet 
member for regeneration and invest¬ 
ment, said: “I’d like to thank the po¬ 
lice for their assistance and the lengths 
they have gone to to successfully serve 
this injunction on John Cassidy. 

John Cassidy is now banned from 
the whole of Sandwell, while the rest of 
the family are prohibited from setting 
up unauthorised encampments, caus¬ 
ing damage to barriers and fly-tipping 
anywhere in Sandwell. 

Judge McKenna granted the injunc¬ 
tion based on substantial evidence 
submitted by the council and West 
Midlands Police. 


Hunt is on for mystery canal boat owner

USUALLY it’s mattresses, bags of rubbish or burnt out 
cars that get left on the side of the road. 

But for one industrial estate in Smethwick it’s some¬ 
thing a lot larger and a lot harder to shift. 

Mystery surrounds the appearance of a black and red 
canal boat which is believed to have been parked up out¬ 
side businesses for a month. A council team have been 
trying to locate its owner in an effort to rid the estate of 
the boat which blocks off a public walkway. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for highways and 
environment Councillor David Hosell said: “This is one 
of the more unusual things we’ve found blocking a foot¬ 


path - our wardens are more used to abandoned vehicles 
and fly-tipping. 

“It’s in a fairly secluded location in Vittoria Street in 
Smethwick, not too far from the canal. 

“We believe it’s been there for about a month until it 
was reported to the council. 

“We’re now trying to trace the owner to get it moved, 
but if we can’t, we will have to find a way of moving it 
and storing it until we can find who it belongs to.” 

Sandwell Highways have also launched an appeal for 
further information about the whereabouts of its owner 
on their Twitter account. 


Scheme for 
expansion 
of junction 
step nearer 

MAJOR plans to expand M6 Junction 
10 and combat congestion have taken 
a step forward this week. 

The £64.5m scheme has been sub¬ 
mitted in a planning application to 
Walsall Council by Highways England. 

The move would see two new 
bridges built on the busy roundabout, 
increasing the number of lanes from 
two to four. If approved, work could 
start next year with completion aimed 
for 2020. About 8,000 vehicles pass 
through the junction every hour dur¬ 
ing peak periods. The design will in¬ 
crease its capacity to 10,500. 

A spokesman for Highways England 
said: “Walsall Planning Authority is 
required to undertake a formal period 
of public consultation. Anyone can re¬ 
spond to a planning consultation, even 
if they are not directly affected. If we 
are successful in gaining planning ap¬ 
proval, we will work up a final detailed 
design of the scheme. We anticipate 
that construction of the scheme will 
start in 2018 and will be open to traffic 
during 2020.” 

Problems with traffic at the junc¬ 
tion mean that the connecting Black 
Country Route, A454, is one of the 
most congested roads in the country. 

Councillor quits 
his IIKIP role 

THE only UKIP councillor in 
Sandwell has quit the party to become 
an independent. Councillor Philip 
Garrett, who represents Princes End, 
had been the sole voice representing 
the party on the council, which is 
dominated by Labour. 

Councillor Garrett’s decision means 
Labour is now the only political party 
represented at the authority, al¬ 
though there are several independent 
councillors. 

UKIP’s support nosedived at the 
General Election in June. Pete Dur- 
nell, who is head of UKIP in Sandwell 
and was the party’s candidate for 
West Midlands Mayor said: “It’s ob¬ 
viously disappointing but he has done 
everything he can.”

£8 million 
investment 
to bring 100 
new homes 

PART of a town will be transformed 
with a plan to build more than 100 
homes confirmed following an £8 mil¬ 
lion investment. 

The funding will ensure that the 
first part of a two-phase develop¬ 
ment at the former Crocketts Lane 
Sandwell college campus in Smeth¬ 
wick can progress.

Attempted murder case 
jury can't reach verdict 


A JURY failed to reach a verdict 
over a man accused of attempting 
to murder his brother. 

The five men and seven women acquit¬ 
ted Gareth Cable of having an article with 
a blade or a point - a Stanley knife. 

The judge discharged jury members after 
they failed to reach a verdict on the attempted 
murder charge. He was accused of pulling out 
a pink handled knife during an argument and 
then trying to kill his brother James Cable 
during the ‘frenzied’ attack at their sister’s 
Walsall home. The 41-year-old, who denied the 
offences when he took the stand, must now 
wait to discover if the Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice will pursue a retrial. 

The jury were discharged on Thursday after 
deliberating for eight hours’ and 15 minutes at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. During the trial, 
the prosecution alleged Gareth Cable attacked 
his brother in the hallway of their sister’s home 
on the Yew Tree Estate. Two police officers 
were present when he brandished the knife, 
pushing his brother into the hall and jabbing 
him to the face with it as he lay on the floor, 
prosecutor Mr Dean Kershaw said. 

The defendant plunged the blade deep 
through his brother’s hand and slashed him 
across his face at the Birchfield Way property 
on February 23, the court heard. 

But giving evidence during his trial, Gareth 
James claimed he was not trying to kill his 
brother when he slashed his face and body, re¬ 
vealing he only wanted to ‘hurt him’. 

He alleged the pink handled knife he used to 
deliver the blows was not his and said he spot¬ 
ted it in the waistband of James Cables’ Adidas 
tracksuit bottoms. The defendant said he went 
outside as police arrived and grabbed the blade 
from the 26-year-old before they wrestled and 
he stabbed his brother. 

He went on to say he had picked up a black 
handled knife from the kitchen after fearing 
for his safety when James Cable started bang¬ 
ing on the front door and threatening to shoot 
their sister. The defendant, of Norton Cres¬ 
cent, Bordesley Green, Birmingham, will be 
sentenced at the court next Friday if the Crown 
Prosecution Service do not pursue a retrial. 


Wall is rebuilt after 3-year battle

A 12ft wall that collapsed three 
years ago has finally been rebuilt, 
with an eye-catching design pay¬ 
ing tribute to Cradley Heath’s 
chainmaking history. 

The eyesore wall fell into Sta¬ 
cey Close, Old Hill, in June 2014 
and has cost council bosses more 
than £200,000 to rebuild. Resi¬ 
dent Robert Mooney, from Clyde 
Street, which the wall backs onto, 
has campaigned for it to be rebuilt 
since its collapse. 


He said: “I am delighted that 
at long last it is finally complete. 
I asked if they could put a chain 
design in honour of the chainmak- 
ers workshop in my back garden - 
so it was a nod to that too. Sutton 
Coldfield Construction who did 
the building were really nice and 
did a fantastic job.” 

The remains of the former 
wall had orange barriers in place 
around it after it fell down, but 
despite several visits from coun¬ 


cil officers up until 2016, still no 
work was carried out. 

It collapsed due to wear and 
tear but was blighted by bags of 
rubbish and broken furniture in 
the former alleyway besides it, 
that was covered in rubble follow¬ 
ing the collapse. 

However, earlier this year coun¬ 
cil bosses said they were looking 
to appoint a contractor to under¬ 
take the ‘major structural works’.

Exams? No 
really it’s 
advice that 
is failing 

GIVING advice to parents of teenagers 
whose exam results weren’t what they 
would have hoped, psychologist Elle 
Boag of Birmingham City University says 
the worst possible thing they could say is: 
“You have done your best.” 

Really? That’s the very worst thing a 
parent can say? Because I would have 
thought “You’re a failure, you’ve let us all 
down, it’s time you moved out, and we’ve 
booked you a room at the YMCA” would 
give it a very decent run for its money. 

Apparently, telling children they have 
done their best implies that their best isn’t 
good enough, that they got the grades 
they deserved. She suggests it is more 
helpful to simply say: “It is what it is.” 

Well, I’m sorry, but I can’t think of any 
circumstances where it is acceptable to 
say “It is what it is”. What, exactly does 
it mean? It is just a jumble of words con¬ 
structed into what passes for a sentence. 
It is a hateful, pointless cliche that has 
crept into common vocabulary over the 
past few years. It is one short step away 
from “We are where we are.” 

If somebody said “It is what it is” to 
console me, it would be tempting to re¬ 
ply: “I might have failed my exams, I 
might have failed in life, I have probably 
sentenced myself to a lifetime of drudg¬ 
ery. But at least I can string a sentence 
together without sounding like a reject 
from a late-night reality TV series.”

AFTER a season steeped in controversy over 
Gay Pride badges, altered flapjack recipes and 
dropping the “Easter” from egg hunts, National 
Trust head Dame Helen Ghosh admits she may 
have alienated “some of our perhaps more tra¬ 
ditional visitors.”

If NT folk were asked how NT properties 
could be improved, they would probably opt for 
a good cup of tea and more lavatories, not a 
lecture on Gay Pride. 

JUDGING by the funniest one-liners at the 
Edinburgh Festival this week, you can only con¬ 
clude that funny isn’t as funny as it used to be. 


DOES anyone seriously believe that up to a 
dozen young Muslim men and the local imam 
spent six months planning a major bomb attack 
at their headquarters in the little Spanish town 
of Ripoll and nobody suspected anything? Pull 
the other one. It reminds me of the Troubles in 
Northern Ireland. Only a tiny percentage of the 
Catholic community were IRA guerillas. But for 
every IRA gunman there were dozens of folks 
who would never dream of informing the cops. 
A survey among British Muslims for Channel 4 
last year revealed that while 96 per cent were 
against terrorist violence, only 34 per cent 
would inform the police if they thought some¬ 
body they knew was getting involved with peo¬ 
ple who support terrorism in Syria. And in Rip¬ 
oll? One resident told the world’s media: “We 
are in a state of shock.” I dare say some are 
more shocked than others

three-year-old daughter through a car wash 
and told her it was Alton Towers. It reminded 
a reader of deception at the dinner table one 
Christmas during the austere 1940s. The par¬ 
ents thought the roast would fool the kids but 
one of them noticed that the “chicken” had four 
legs.

THE irony now is that chicken is everyday 
nosh while rabbit has become a delicacy. 

YES, it was a terrible tragedy and yes, she 
was a good dresser.

IN these times of social media frenzy, 
we’re all supposed to have as many 
‘friends’ as possible, or at least ‘likes’.

Mansell, 25, then defe¬ 
cated in the corner of his cell 
and ‘smeared his own excre¬ 
ment on the CCTV camera 
and walls of the cell’. 

Mr Oliver Grimwood, de¬ 
fending, said: “In his mind 
he saw an opportunity to 
provide extra money, with 
his first child coming up.” 
Mansell of Old Meeting 
Street, West Bromwich, 
admitted burglary, two 
counts of criminal damage 
and assaulting an officer at 
an earlier hearing. Judge 
Amjad Nawaz jailed him for 
34 months.

Wall of rock spills beans on legends

Legendary rock writer MICK WALL tells the Chron¬ 
icle what it’s like hanging out with legends such 
as Guns ‘n’ Roses, Led Zeppelin, Black Sabbath 
and Lou Reed as a preview to his spoken word 
evening at Bilston’s Robin 2 in December. 


So, what is it like to hang out 
with rock stars? Well, that 
depends on which rock star 
you happen to be hanging 
out with. In the case of Ozzy 
Osbourne, for example, it has 
always been very easy. 

If you recall Ozzy from his hit TV re¬ 
ality show, The Osbournes, you’ll have a 
good idea already The main word is Tun¬ 
ny’. Ozzy is hilarious. He can’t help it. 
He just is. A very dry sense of humour, 
delivered with that singsong Brummie 
accent. 

From the first time I met Ozzy, at a re¬ 
hearsal studio in London in 1980, down on 
his luck at the time after being sacked from 
Black Sabbath for being “too crazy” even for 
them, all I seemed to do was laugh. For years 
his wife Sharon and I used to joke that Ozzy 
should have his own comedy show on telly, 


never imagining that in the future such a 
thing as ‘reality TV’ would exist. 

The last time I saw Ozzy was when he and 
Sabbath played in Birmingham earlier this 
year. Ozzy was staying in such an enormous 
hotel suite it came with its own butler. He 
hadn’t changed one bit. 

“Bloody hell, it’s Mick!” he boomed across 
the vast space of his ‘reception’ room. “Come 
and feel the bolt in me neck!” 

He was referring to the slab of surgical steel 
that now sits pinning his shoulder together, 
the result of his infamous quad bike acci¬ 
dent. “Now I really am the godfather of heavy 
metal,” he laughed. Not all rock stars are as 
good fun as Ozzy, though. 


Some, like Jon Bon Jovi, are much more 
serious offstage than you would ever imagine 
from their upbeat image. I knew Jon before 
he got famous and he was like a kid in a sweet 
shop. Then after hits like ‘Livin’ On A Prayer’ 
turned him into a superstar, he seemed to live 
life with a permanent frown on his face. 

Then there are the deeply mysterious ones 
like Led Zeppelin’s leader and guitarist Jimmy 
Page. On a visit to his mansion one day, 
Jimmy took me into a room where he sat in 
an armchair. Like some James Bond villain, 
he had a secret panel of buttons built into it. 

Jimmy pushed one and the opposite wall 
slid back to reveal four massive oil paintings. 
“What do you make of these?” he asked, non¬ 


chalantly. I walked over and had a closer look. 
All the paintings seemed to depict similar 
scenes. Some sort of lavishly depicted ancient 
garden in which there were tiny forms of hun¬ 
dreds of humans writhed in pain and torment. 

“Veiy nice,” I said with a straight face. Then 
he took me outside a showed me the garden. It 
was about the size of the West Midlands. 

For most rock stars it really is all about girls 
and cars, though. 

Phil and I would walk into a pub and he 
would tell me to grab a table and wait for him. 
I’d sit down while he stood at the bar, jacket 
collar up, stooped over looking glum. Within 
minutes a young woman would walk over 
and ask him what was wrong, why he was so 
down? Phil would sigh. Then another young 
woman, sometimes two or three would join 
him and want to know the same thing. 

He would buy a tray of drinks and lead the 
girls over to the table where I was sitting. I 
would be expected to help keep the talk going 
while Phil would lead the girls outside one by 
one and, well, get to know them better. 

When it comes to cars, it’s hard to think 


of any rock star I have known that has been 
more obsessed than the late Status Quo gui¬ 
tarist Rick Parfitt. He would ring me some¬ 
times and hold his phone next to whatever 
new revving engine he’d just acquired - could 
be a brand new Porsche, or a vintage Rolls 
Royce. “Just listen to her purr,” he’d say, al¬ 
most purring himself. He’d soon grow bored 
with them though and go and buy another. 

I recall one occasion when I visited him at 
his riverside home in London, and he took me 
to see his brand new Bentley Continental. He 
proudly showed me around the car, told me 
the whole story about how he was one of the 
first 50 people in the world to have one. 

I rang him a couple of weeks later and asked 
how he was getting on with his new car. 

“Oh, that,” he said. “I sold it. Bought myself 
a brand new Merc.” Or was it another Roller? 
I can’t remember now. Whatever it was, it 
would definitely have purred though.

Alleged gang members 
named by police in blitz

THESE 18 alleged gang 
members have been hit with 
powerful injunctions in what 
is believed to be the biggest 
move of its kind in the UK to 
tackle gun and drug crime. 

The men, including one from 
Walsall and one from Wolver¬ 
hampton, were branded ‘dan¬ 
gerous and a menace to ordinary 
people’ as they were banned from 
large parts of Birmingham and 
from associating with each other. 

The men include Wolverhampton 
drug dealer Ishmail Lee, who claimed 
to be a mobile barber, but was actu¬ 
ally running a drugs supply operation 
across the West Midlands 

Lee, aged 29, from Leicester Street, 
Whitmore Reans, claimed benefits 
while dressing in designer clothes. 

Conspiracy 

He was arrested in March last year 
and later jailed for 14 years. Police 
found thousands of pounds worth of 
designer gear, as well as £20,000 cash 
and cocaine worth £2,000. 

Lee was convicted of two counts of 
conspiracy to supply cocaine and her¬ 
oin following a trial. 

The court orders, which were se¬ 
cured after more than 80 witnesses 
gave evidence at Birmingham Crown 
Court, even restrict the vehicles and 
mobile phones used by the men. 

The suspected gangsters are also 
banned from making music videos 
promoting violence or crime. 

They face arrest if they breach the 
injunctions, and police issued their 
mugshots as they appealed for anyone 
who sees the men associating with 
each other to call police. 

They are banned from entering 


areas of Birmingham including the 
city centre, Handsworth, Newtown, 
Winson Green and Lozells for the next 
two years. 

The move was triggered by a spate 
of around 20 gun crimes involving Bir¬ 
mingham gangs during the summer of 
2015 and early 2016. 

Det Sgt Ian Comfort, from West 
Midlands Police CID Prevent Team, 


said: “This is relatively new legislation 
and we believe that securing final full 
injunctions on such a large number of 
gang members is a UK first. 

“The injunctions are applied for in 
the civil court in addition to sentences 
handed out by the criminal court for 
offences. They are an additional meas¬ 
ure to help control the offenders and 
keep the community safe.”

NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs.

PRITAM JOHN 

Medical specialist 



FORMER radio presenter 
Pritam John never thought 
volunteering at the Trust last 
year would lead him to his 
dream job with the NHS as a 
medical specialist. 

But for Pritam, aged 52, that’s 
exactly what happened - and now 
he’s working with the organisa¬ 
tion in a full-time role in the pa¬ 
thology department. 

And it’s all thanks to a chance meet¬ 
ing with Liza Gill, the volunteering 
co-ordinator, who told him about the 
wealth of opportunities available at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust. 

The dad-of-two had been struggling 
to find a permanent role in the NHS 
after he arrived from his native India, 
where he was a qualified medical spe¬ 
cialist. 

Environment 

Pritam, from Oldbury, explained: 
“I came here in 2001, with my wife 
who is a nurse. I had worked in the 
pathology department at the Christian 
Medical College and Hospital in India. 
I had always been in the hospital envi¬ 
ronment throughout my working life. 

“So when I came to the UK with my 
wife, I knew I wanted to work for the 
NHS. 

“But when I arrived, my qualifica¬ 
tions at that time were not recognised 
in the UK, and it meant I was unable 
to apply for medical roles. 

“Although I was disappointed, I 
knew that if I kept trying, I would 
achieve my goal. Deep in my heart, I 
wanted to work in a hospital where 
I could make a difference to peoples’ 
lives.” 

It was when cricket fan Pritam 


started working as a radio presenter 
for a Birmingham-based international 
station that he met Liza. 

He added: “When she spoke to me 
about the Trust, I didn’t hesitate to 
sign up a volunteer. In a short time I 
was offered a placement with the phle¬ 
botomy team and I worked on recep¬ 
tion for four hours a week. 

“I really enjoyed working with the 
team and everyone was so lovely and 
friendly. I liked helping people, even 
just by showing them where to go or 
what to do. I also learned a lot from 
the mandatory training that the Trust 
gave me.” 

His work within the department 
left his manager Sukvinder Atkar 
impressed. “The next thing I knew I 
was offered a role on the bank, which 
fills temporary vacancies. It was like a 
dream,” he said. 


“After six months working bank 
shifts, a vacancy became available for 
a medical specialist. I applied and was 
successful. It really was a dream come 
true. Now I’m working full-time and I 
love the job.” 

Pritam has high hopes working for 
the Trust. 

He added: “I would like to do more 
training and explore further oppor¬ 
tunities within the Pathology de¬ 
partment. I want to focus on helping 
people.” 

Asked if he would recommend other 
people to volunteer at the Trust, he 
beamed: “Absolutely, this is a great 
place to volunteer and you meet so 
many people from different walks of 
life. I have six friends who are now 
volunteering here after I told them 
about the opportunities available and 
they all love it.”

Where career began - Theatre Royal Bilston, since demolished 


How it all began for 
our Brucie in Bilston 


HE was the face of Saturday night TV 
for decades but Sir Bruce Forsyth’s 
career began right here in the Black 
Country as a starry-eyed teenager. 

Bruce’s first-ever public appearance was 
in Bilston in 1942, where at just 14 he sang, 
danced and played the accordion. Later he 
appeared at the landmark Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome theatre. 

He appeared under the stage name The Mighty 
Atom at the Bilston’s Theatre Royal, with bill¬ 
boards splashed across Wolverhampton and Bir¬ 
mingham with ‘Boy Brucie, The Mighty Atom’. 

Accordion 

The Great Marzo topped the bill at the 1,300- 
seat venue, which sat on the corner of Mount 
Pleasant. But the show wasn’t a success and 
ground to a halt after just one week. Speaking in 
recent years, Bruce joked: “After one week the 
show folded because I was so terrible. All I got was 
13 shillings and fourpence.” 

Sue Appleby recalled how her mother, who is 
now 102, was at one of the Bilston shows. 

She said: “My mum was born in Bilston as Ivy 
Rollason. She was there at the Bilston Theatre

Royal in what was probably his first ever perfor¬ 
mance. Billed as Boy Bruce the Mighty Atom, he 
did a song and dance act and played the accordion. 

“My mum always told me how she saw him on 
stage there and what a wonderful night it was.” 

The theatre itself lasted until 1957 when it 
closed and was eventually demolished in 1961. 

In later years, Sir Bruce, who died recently aged 
89, graced the Black Country again, appearing at 
Dudley Hippodrome. 

In 2015, when former box office assistant Amy 
Shepherd passed away, her son Paul shared some 
of her photographs and memorabilia from her 
time at the iconic theatre, including a picture of 
Bruce with Roy Castle, Ben Warris and Ken Dodd. 

Strictly Come Dancing is to pay tribute to for¬ 
mer host Bruce Forsyth during its September 
launch show. The professional dancers will group 
together for a ‘heartfelt’ number to honour the 
entertainer who fronted the BBC show for nine 
years.

Nadia is a breath of 
fresh Eyre as Jane 


I t took Nadia Clifford approximately 
0.2 seconds to accept her dream 
role as Jane Eyre. Actually, that’s 
not true. It took less than that for 
her to break into a scream after her 
agent called to say she’d landed 
the part. 

The people she was walking past, in London’s Soho, 
looked on aghast as she squealed with joy. 

“It was after my third audition, I was on my way to 
meet a friend for lunch, by which point I was emotionally 
invested in the role and the show. 

“My agent called 20 minutes after I left the audition 
with Sally, the director, and told me. I was in the middle of 
Soho and I just screamed down the phone. Anyone who 
was in the vicinity of me for 20 yards must have thought I 
was a mad woman. I was thrilled.” 

Nadia is, of course, anything but mad. An avowed 
Charlotte Bronte fan, she is quite literally playing her 
dream role in the National Theatre’s production of Jane 
Eyre, which runs at Birmingham’s REP from Monday until 
September 16 as part of a major 21-city tour of the UK. 

This year marks the 170th anniversary of the first 
publication of Jane Eyre - and Charlotte Bronte’s much¬ 
loved story of the trailblazing Jane is still as inspiring 
as ever. The National Theatre’s bold and dynamic 
production tells the story of one woman’s fight for 
freedom and fulfilment. 

From her beginnings as a destitute orphan, Jane Eyre’s 
spirited heroine faces life’s obstacles head-on, surviving 
poverty, injustice and the discovery of bitter betrayal 
before taking the ultimate decision to follow her heart. 

Nadia had read the novel several times before 
auditioning for the role. Her first read through was as 
a 14-year-old, while she immersed herself again at 21 
before re-reading it twice for the role. 

“It’s a mammoth role and so I wasn’t taking it lightly. 

I wasn’t allowing myself to fantasise about 
getting it. It was so beyond the realms 
of possibility I just didn’t want to make 
a fool of myself. I was pinching myself 
when it eventually happened.” 

“It’s funny because reading it with 
the knowledge that I was going to 
be playing the role meant I read it in a 
different way to someone just enjoying 
the work of Charlotte Bronte. What was 
really amazing when I read it knowing I’d 
got the role was that it catapulted me 
back to my teens. I felt a strong sense of 
identification with a kindred spirit, which 
so many people feel. 

“Jane Eyre is universal at articulating 
love and anger and jealousy. It’s 
an enriching experience to read 
good writing. It makes you feel 
acknowledged in your own 
emotional state.” 

In Sally Cookson’s highly- 
acclaimed staging, Nadia 
plays Jane Eyre with Tim 
Delap as Rochester. They 
are joined by Hannah Bristow 
(Helen Burns/Adele/St John/ 

Grace Poole/Abbot), Matthew 
Churcher (Musician), Alex Heane 
(Musician), Melanie Marshall 
(Bertha Mason), Paul Mundell (Mr 
Brocklehurst/Pilot/Mason), David

performance, playing to sold-out houses at the 
rfib NTs L y ttelton Theatre. 

Nadia says she pours herself into the role: 

“I think that in order to be authentic with 
t ' your performance you have to draw on 
/ your own emotions and experience. 





That can be quite a painful thing to 
do. You are accessing little boxes 
that are hidden away. 

“You can’t splash around in 
those dark emotions during the 
normal course of a day without 
doing some serious damage to 
your mental health. 

“But I have to access those 
places and when I am on stage. 

I still have to draw on personal 
experience and relationships and 
events from my life to bring truth 
and honesty to Jane’s journey. 

“OK, so I’m not an orphan and 
I don’t know what it’s like to be 
traumatised as a child, like she is 
in that relationship with Mrs Reid. 

But I know loneliness and 
frustration and I know what 
| it is to be overwhelmed by 
emotions. They are all in Jane’s 
“l frame of reference. As an 
1 actor, you have a tool box and 
Ml those are in mine.”

they grew up.“I am a big fan of all the sisters work and 
I love period dramas. Howarth is an amazing place. It’s 
such an incredible place to be. It’s so isolated and it’s so 
humming with this energy. It’s so cut off. Knowing how 
intelligent and analytical all three of the sisters were was 
very important to me. They had to work hard. Because of 
their gender, they couldn’t come out and earn a living as 
novelists. They had nothing like the recognition they had 
after their lifetime.” 

Jane Eyre remains a bona fide classic - as enjoyable 
for the cast and crew as it is for the audience. 

Nadia adds: “It’s a massive rollercoaster. We haven’t 
had a moment to think. We travel on a Sunday, perform 
Monday to Saturday with eight shows a week and each 
show is three hours. I never leave the stage. But it’s 
amazing to be involved in this whirlwind that completely 
swallows up you. I’ve had to forsake everything in my life 
for now, it’s full on. We have a holiday coming up soon 
and I am really looking forward to downtime so that I can 
reboot. But being part of this, with the National, really is 
a dream.”

Richard joined forces with 
comedy legend Steve Martin to tour 
the US. “I’d watch him every night 
and just think ‘wow’.” 

Touring with Jim Davidson he 
was asked if he would like a TV 
show. “So I went straight on TV with 
my own show, from 1984 to 1995. I 
was able to do what I wanted, such 
as playing guitar duets with people 
such as Brian May and Status Quo. 
Then I went on to Countdown for 
19 years. It wasn’t what I wanted to 
be. I love telling stories and playing 
guitar - it’s just really fun.”

Returning series is just 
what the doctor ordered 


I t all started with one blonde 
hair... 

Back in 2015, the BBC 
launched the TV drama Doctor 
Foster starring Suranne Jones as 
GP Gemma Foster, who seemed to 
have the perfect life - until she 
discovered that stray strand of hair 
on her husband’s scarf and began 
to fear he was cheating on her. 
Some viewers may have thought 
that was a bit of an extreme 
reaction, but it turned out that just 
because Gemma was paranoid it 
didn’t mean that Simon (Bertie 
Carvel) wasn’t a cheat who, in 
addition to getting a younger 
woman pregnant, had also secretly 
put his family in a precarious 
financial position. 

Over the course of five exquisitely 
tense episodes, Gemma set out to 
expose the extent of Simon’s 
betrayal, culminating in a horribly 
awkward dinner party and a violent 
confrontation - which an impressive 
10.1 million of us tuned into watch. 

Suranne Jones, who picked up a 
Best Actress Bafta for her 
performance as the woman 


scorned, can understand why 
viewers were hooked - it played on 
our ‘fear of infidelity and fear of not 
being loved’. 

The former Coronation Street star 
adds: “Trust is an issue that is very 
personal to each individual. You 
want to feel love and trust and all 
those things that bind relationships 
together, with your partner, your 
friends, your relatives or any loved 
ones. When you introduce a drama 
about those things people instantly 
identify with it. That’s why 
relationship and family dramas work 
so well when they’re done right.” 

Although some more bloodthirsty 
viewers were slightly disappointed 
that Gemma’s revenge didn’t go 
even further, the series ended with 
Simon in disgrace, forced to leave 
town with his pregnant mistress 
Kate (Jodie Comer), and the doctor 
with her reputation restored and 
custody of her son. 

And as we pick up the action two 
years later in series two, it seems 
things are going well for Gemma. 

Jones says: “On the surface she 


has got her life back together. She’s 
very busy as she’s now head of the 
GP surgery. She’s still got her 
friends around her, like Ros and her 
neighbours across the 
road. She and [son] Tom are very 
close and very happy. They treat 
each other very respectfully and like 
friends, they are very warm to each 
other. She’s happy.” 

However, that’s about to change 
when Simon takes his life into his 
hands and comes back. Jones 
explains: “I think Gemma would like 
to think she is in a position to allow 
herself to move on and him to move 
on as long as they have separate 
lives and they don’t have to deal 
with each other. So 
when she sees him every ounce 
of upset, torment and hatred comes 
flooding back. She can’t control 
herself again and she hates that.” 

But how far will she go this time to 
regain the upper hand? Well, as 
writer and creator Mike Barlett says 
this new series is ‘slightly darker’ 
than the first, Simon should 
probably be very afraid...

There’s one thing they never tell you about 
having kids, and that’s to always order the 
salad. 

When everyone around you is chowing down on a 
roast dinner or burger and chips, the salad might seem 
like a rather depressing choice. However, ordering the 
leaves is a must because you will inevitably also eat 
your child’s food. 

“What? You don’t want that indulgently delicious 
goose fat roast potato?” Mummy will have it. “Rare 
roast beef going spare?” Yum, yum, yum. Before you 
know it you’ve eaten your own dinner plus the almost- 
adult sized portion of food sitting untouched in front of 
your one-year-old who prefers to throw crayons on the 
floor than eat. 

Suspecting this would be the case, I ordered the 
salad when we visited The Crown at Wergs one Sunday 
lunch time, declining a delicious-sounding roast in 
favour of a plate of leaves. 

BRISK 

The elegantly furnished gastro-pub was doing a 
brisk Sunday trade with couples and families tucking 
in to tasty-looking food. Service was friendly and, on 
arrival, we were quickly seated, offered the menu and a 
highchair was sorted for our daughter. 

The menu is vast and features everything from 
starters and sharing boards to pizzas, pastas, burgers 
and fish dishes. There was a separate menus of chef’s 
specials, as well as a generous Sunday roast offering. 
There’s even a kid’s menu which doesn’t just serve the 
identikit offerings of fish fingers/chicken nuggets, chips 
and beans options. 

The other half already had his heart set on a roast 
dinner so was delighted that choices included pork, 
beef, chicken and fig and dolcelatte nut roast for 


veggies. With a little one in tow, time was of the essence 
- the window in which she’ll sit happily is pretty small 
without having to resort to episodes of Peppa Pig on the 
iPhone - so we were keen to place our orders. 

We chose some bread and olives to keep hunger 
at bay while we awaited our main course dishes. Our 
daughter, Edie, made light work of the olives while 
my partner and I enjoyed the toasted bread dipped in 
quality olive oil and balsamic vinegar. 

With a bit of down time to take in our surroundings 
before the main courses arrived, we noted the rustic 


chic interior so typical of this type of pub. And there’s an 
open-style kitchen where you can see the chef at work. 

The food arrived and looked superb. The other half 
chose the pork loin roast while we ordered a mini beef 
roast dinner for our little girl. I, meanwhile, chose the 
slow-roasted heirloom tomato salad with brown rice, 
quinoa, edamame beans, baby kale, basil pistou and 
burrata, topped with griddled halloumi. I was a little 
disappointed, particularly at its size; it seemed a bit 
measly for a main course dish, particularly with its 
£12 price tag. However, I consoled myself with the 


knowledge that I’d be tucking into my daughter’s giant 
Yorkshire pud very soon. 

The grilled halloumi was a bit cold, slighty rubbery, 
and I’d argue that the tomatoes were raw rather than 
roasted, but that aside the rest of the ingredients were 
sublime. There was little room for dessert, which was 
quite fortunate seeing as Edie had had her fill of sitting 
still. The bill was just shy of £50 and included a large 
bottle of sparkling water and a 250ml glass of sauvignon 
blanc.

Even Fiat must have been surprised by the success 
of its retro-styled 500 nearly a decade ago. 

Cute, stylish and economical, the city car was a 
faithful but modern interpretation of the cheap and 
cheerful little model which was a mainstay of the Italian 
motor industry in the 50s, 60s and 70s, much as the 
Mini was here. 

It was, however, significantly bigger: but perhaps not 
big enough to satisfy all would-be buyers, especially 
those with growing families. And so a larger, compact 
MPV (the 500L) was born and more recently its 
crossover, or compact SUV sibling the 500X. 

Both are instantly recognisable members of the 
family, with the 500 ‘face’ but the X is arguably the 
prettier, more stylish version, and was targetted at the 
fastest growing sector of the new car market. 

Buyers seem to love SUVs: there are lots of reasons 
from the high ‘command’ driving position, ease of 
access and image (even though the majority sold don’t 
have a traditional SUV’s all wheel drive system). 

The 500X rivals many family-sized hatchbacks, with 
room for five adults, with plenty of headroom, and a 
decent 351 litres of boot space with easily foldable rear 
seats for a much larger, flat cargo area when the need 
arises. 

But is also has lots of style: it isn’t only the car’s face 
which reminds you of its little city car sibling. Its interior 
is perhaps rather more mature (as befits that ‘growing

family’ buyer, but with features such as retro-look door 
handles, a body-coloured decor strip (bright alloy 
on top models) and a neatly intergrated infotainment 
screen with a wide range of functions. 

The test car came in ‘Lounge’ trim, a front wheel drive 
version powered by a second generation multijet 1.6 
litre turbo diesel which, at £20,935, is just about halfway 
up the 500X range. 

The flagship model is the ‘Cross’ spec with all wheel 
drive, automatic transmission and a 2.0 litre diesel 
engine at a touch under £26,000. 

The 1.6 turbo diesel, combined with a six-speed 
manual gearbox, isn’t available with all wheel drive 
but it’s still likely to be one of the most popular engine 
choices for both business and private buyers. The 
reason is its blend of performance (0 to 62mph in 10.5 
seconds), economy (60mpg) and low C02 emissions 
(109g’km) which translates into low road tax and 
benefit in kind costs. 

It has plenty of torque from low revs for brisk, smooth 
progress and is quiet, too - there’s no audible clue to 
the fact it’s an oil-burner under the bonnet. 

You can adjust the driving mode with a rotary switch 
between the seats (standard, sport and winter), which 
acts on steering and throttle response. Sport mode 
does make the car feel instantly more lively, more of 
a ‘driver’s car’ but it’s perfectly adequate in standard 
mode for most purposes. 

Winter mode speaks for it out, softening up responses 
for tackling slippery conditions and naturally on a 
modern car you have a full range of ekectronic wizardry 
including traction and stability systems.. 

While the 500X is taller than most hatchback rivals, the 
suspension is a good combination - supple enough to 
soak up the bumps yet firm enough to ensure accurate 
turn-in through the twisty bits without any appreciable 
body roll. It’s a comfortable, grown up experience. 

Many buyers will be happy with the front wheel drive 
version, as with many of the 500X’s compact SUV rivals. 
The Fiat’s automatic system is a competent affair, and 
comes on models with the range’s two most powerful 
engines, the 140bhp petrol and the 170bhp (two litre) 
diesel. 

For many, there’s no substitute for that Italian styling: 
it’s pretty and practical, a car which appeals to both the 
heart and the head.

The Olympic gold medallist, who grew up in 
Pendeford, Wolverhampton, has joined forces 
with Change4Life, Sport England and Disney 
to encourage kids to try 10 Minute Shake Up, a 
series of 10-minute games and activities to help 
them work towards the 60 minutes of physical 
activity it’s recommended children do every 
day 

Just 23 per cent of boys and 20 per cent of girls 
meet this recommended activity target, and one in 
five children starts primary school overweight or 
obese, rising to more than a third by the time they 
leave. 

Physical 

The West Bromwich-born mum-of-three, who won 
heptathlon gold at the 2000 Sydney Olympics, says: 
“Being active isn’t just for Olympians, it’s something 
that everyone - no matter their age, ability or inter¬ 
ests - can and should take part in. 

“It’s alarming so few boys and girls are hitting 
their physical activity target, so we want to kickstart 
children into being more active. The focus is running, 
jumping, throwing, catching and co-ordination - the 
basics, hence why I got involved, as obviously those 
are things I know very well.” 

Kids are more likely to be active if their parents 
are.

The 10 Minute Shake Ups offer fun activities in¬ 
spired by an array of Disney characters. “The activ¬ 
ities are very simple and the whole family can get 
moving together,” explains Denise, aged 44. 

Denise tries the Shake Ups herself in a short video 
in which she’s coached mercilessly by a seven-year- 
old girl. “The kids in the video wore me out,” says 
the sporty mum, who has a daughter aged 15 and two 
boys, aged eight and 11. 

“As a mum, I know how important being a role 
model is to keeping my family active and healthy. 
Right from the get-go with my children they’ve seen 
me going for a run, being part of athletics, doing cir¬ 
cuits, and it’s almost like osmosis. It’s easier with a 
sporty parent, children will usually follow suit.” 

A survey by Public Health England and Disney 
found 57 per cent of children said they were more 
likely to be active if their parents were - although the 
main motivation for kids was having friends join in 
(53 per cent). 

“Sporty parents will encourage their children to be 
active,” says Denise. 

“The real challenge is children who don’t have 


active parents - how do you get those guys involved 
as well?” Denise suggests the key is to make activity 
easy at first, hence the bite-size, 10-minute chunks 
parents can join in with; playing simple balloon 
games, for example. 

“Just 10 minutes sounds do-able to anybody. You 
can fit it into your day and, if you’re enjoying it, per¬ 
haps you’ll build it up and before you know it the kids 
have hit the target of an hour a day. You realise that 
just getting the heart rate increased is doing every¬ 
one’s bodies the world of good.” 

Activity also helps psychologically. The survey 
found being active made the majority of those aged 
five to 11 feel happier (79 per cent), more confident 
(72 per cent), and more sociable (74 per cent). 

And while Denise admits it would be “fantastic” if 
the 10 Minute Shake-Ups put children on the path 
to becoming top athletes, that’s not really what the 
programme’s about. 

“If we get an Olympian out of this, I would love 
it,” she says, “but this is about the bigger picture of 
having exercise and activity as part of your lifestyle.” 

And 17 years after winning Olympic gold, activity is 
still very much part of Denise’s life. She runs, cycles 
and does circuits and weight training. “I exercise now 
for that space in my mind - and also so I can maintain 
my jeans size,” she admits. “I don’t feel the pressure 
like I used to. It’s about that time away from being 
a busy mum.” 

Denise is optimistic about British sport’s fu¬ 
ture and thinks there’s a plethora of talent coming 
through, particularly in women’s sport. 

“There are a lot of positive role models for young 
women, inspiring other women to want to get in¬ 
volved. That’s a great antidote to the negative images 
I see, like the selfies girls my daughter’s age take - it’s 
all they seem to think about. “Let’s get them thinking 
about being active instead.” 


Windies test proves a 
big hit for Edgbaston

EVANS: £30M 
OR NOTHING 


Positives to take from poor show

ALBION are sticking stringent¬ 
ly to their £30 million valuation 
of Jonny Evans after rejecting 
Leicester City’s ‘derisory’ offer 
for their skipper. 

The bid - the second from the Foxes 
to be knocked back during the current 
transfer window - is thought to have 
been worth a total of £23million in¬ 
cluding add-ons. 

But it was rejected out 
of hand by the Baggies, 
who are also understood 
to be unimpressed by what 
they view as an attempt to 
unsettle the Northern Ire¬ 
land international so close 
to Thursday’s deadline. 

Manchester City, who 
failed with an £18million 
bid of their own for Evans 
earlier in the month, are 
also rumoured to be preparing an improved offer 
in the next 48 hours. Yet the onus is on them to 
move quickly, with the Baggies wary of selling 
Evans too close to the deadline and being left lit¬ 
tle time to bring in a replacement, such as Mam- 
adou Sakho. 

Evans, who has yet to feature this season due 
to injury, addressed the speculation surrounding 
his future in the match programme ahead of Sun¬ 
day’s 1-1 draw with Stoke. “Until anybody tells 
me different, I’m committed to the Albion, and 
I’m only thinking about getting in this team,” he 
said. 

Leicester had already failed with an ini¬ 
tial £10million bid earlier in the window but 
have given boss Craig Shakespeare funds to 
strengthen and Evans is among his top targets. 

Reports in Turkey suggested the Baggies have 
had a £10.6million offer accepted by Fenerbahce 
for midfielder Josef de Souza. The 28-year-old 
Brazilian does not hold an EU passport and 
would require a work permit to play in England. 


THOSE who watched Albion versus Stoke on 
their TVs at home, probably switched off and 
went outside to enjoy the sunshine. 

But then, on the hour-mark, Albion’s two 
best players sparked the game into life with a 
move deserving of a goal. 

Gareth Barry won possession in the middle 
of park - again - and the ball was ferried out to 
Allan Nyom on the right-hand side. 

He had kept Jese quiet all day, and he left 
the former Real Madrid player for dead before 
whipping in a dangerous cross. 

It flew over Salomon Rondon, who rarely 
seems to be in the right place at the right time, 
but then Jay Rodriguez showed him how it’s 
done. 


But then came the mistake. 

It will go down as a mix-up, and maybe Ben 
Foster did put Ahmed Hegazi off with a late 
call, but it is really the big Egyptian’s error. 

If he hadn’t miscued the ball, Foster would 
have gathered it safely. 

Not that this mistake should tarnish Hega- 
zi’s fantastic start to life at The Hawthorns.
